The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-rtaw 
defining the Wards of the Gafcy of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
her of Councillors to represent each Ward, 
"For the Regulation of EV3unicipai Ejections" 
and other purposes. 

Eg it enacted by tho Mayor and Council of the Corporation of the 

City of Victoria as follows: 

L. The City shall be divided into three Wards, namely, the John- 
son Street Ward, the Yates Street Ward, and the James Bay Ward. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
ing between the Northern Boundary Line of tho Corporation and 
a line fanning along tho centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, and a straight continuation of such line to the Eastern 
boundary line of the Corporation, district section No. 7-1, and 
thence in a straight line to the City boundary stone, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Road at Mitchell's Nursery, 

(h) The Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of hind lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Johnson Street Ward 
and a lino commencing at the western extremity of Fort street, and 
running thence easfcwnrdly along the centre of Fort street and the 
Cudboro Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) The James Bay Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Yates Street Waid on 
tho one side, and the southern boundary line of the Corporation ou 
the other side. 

2. At the next election of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
be two Municipal Councillors in Johnson Street Ward; three in 
Yates Street Ward ; and two in James Bay Ward ; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. 

8. This Bylaw may be cited for all purposes as "Tho Municipal 
Elections Regulations Bylaw, 1873."

1873.

Iu the Last Treneli. 



It is amusing to watch tLe unties of 
the organs whenever compelled to de- 
fend their masters in respect of a mea- 
sure of undoubted unpopularity. Take, 
for exauiplo, the act of the Govern- 
ment in arbitrarily extending tho road 
tax over tho whole of the Mainland. 
The Herald, desirous, if possible, of 
"running with the hare and hunting 
with the hounds," did not attempt to 
justify tho act, but endeavored to 
throw the whole blame and responsi- 
bility upon the Legislative Assembly. 
With that object in view it fought 
more bravely than wisely ; but it has 
been compelled to abandon position 
after position, until it now stands in 
the last trench, vainly shouting, "It's 
only what existed on Vancouver Is- 
land for years." We are glad that il 
has at last abandoned the foolish posi- 
tion of Executive irresponsibility ; and 
we now proceed to drive it from the 
last trench. A reference to theprinci- 
pal Act will show that, under it the 
. Executive had no power whatever to 
levy tho tax, save and except only 
"upon petition from two-thirds at least, 
of the residents," praying to be creat- 
ed a Road District for the purposes of 
the act. It will bo perfectly clear, 
therefore, that, had tho Government 
measure, as contended by the Herald, 
only extended to the Mainland a law 
which had existed for years on Vancou- 
ver Island, the road tax would not be 
a grievance to day, for it could only be 
levied in such settlements on the M ain- 
land as petitioned for it; and they 
would in nil probability have been few. 
But our contemporary does not appear 
to be aware that thejprincipal Act was 
extended to the Mainland years before 
the present Government had an exis- 
tence. The fact of its not having been 
put iu force in that section of the Pro- 
vince is simply owing to the circum- 
stance of the settlers not having peti- 
tioned for it — the only means by which 
it could be put into operation; and 
this circumstance may be taken as 
conclusive evidence that it was not de- 
sired by tho i^oople. 'phe charge 
against the present Ministry is, there- 
fore, not that they took the law as they 
found it in force on Vancouver Island 
and extended it to the Mainland, but 
that they changed its nature from a 
permissive to an arbitrary and abso- 
lute measure and made it apply every- 
where whether the people desired it or 
not, and whether they people were 
able to bear it or not, 
The charge is that a seif-styled "People'* 
Government," as one of its very first acts, 
took away .til power of choice from the 
Peoplo, vesting absolute power in tlio 
Executive, and hastening to exert the 
power thus taken to its utmost limits! 
Tho Herald is, tho'reforo, "altogether 
wrong" in its premises, palpably astray 
in its facts, ami, moreover, it would seem 
to be deplorably ignorant in respect to 
tli o subject upon winch it has ventured 
to join issue with this journal; it would 
do well, therefore, to reserve its "surp- 
rise" and "sorrow" for its own individual 
behoof. While willing to make some 
allowance for the necessity that is laid 
upon our unfortunate contemporary to 
defend its masters in return for the stale 
advertisements with which its columns 
aro stuffed, wo cannot approve of the man- 
ner in which it has on tins occasion at- 
tempted to fulfil its obligations. We 
would not have the bi-weekly organ fall 
into the error of forming too high an es- 
timate of its own importance in conse- 
quence of the notice bestowed upon it 
by this journal in connection with the 
present question. It was not that we ap- 
prehended any very serious consequen- 
ces from what it might have to Bay; but 
rather because of a desire that the puplio 
mind should bo correctly anil fully in- 
formed upon a subject respecting which 
it is greatly agitated and which must soon 
occupy the attention of Partiament. Turn- 
ing to tho organ-in-chief, it has adopted 
the bolder and, it must be admitted, more 
manly course of admitting Executive re- 
sponsibility and justifying the measure it- 
self. It contends that the tax is a most 
just nd ecjiiitablo one, and, moreover, it 
alleges that there does not exist through- 
out tho country any feeling hostile there- 
to. In short, it has not hesitated to de- 
signate tho agitation as a "bugaboo"! 
This is by nomeans the first occasion upon 
which our contemporary has attempted 
to brave popular opinion, and we aro quite 
content to await tho Pooplo's verdict on 
that point. On a future occasion we may 
point out more specifically the ground 
upon which tho measure is condemned, 
and stato some of the reasons why the 
tax oi.-not bo regarded as a fair and equi- 
table one, as applied indiscriminately to 
all sections of tho Province Moanivhile 
the local organ may as well prepare for 
its usual "backing down" exploit.

The Land Laws of British 
Columbia. 

A pamphlot of forty odd pages, bearing 
the above title, has just been issued from 
the Government printing oiliee. It com- 
prises the "live distinct modes of dealing 
with land" boastfully announced by the 
the organ; seven Orders in Council re- 
specting the public lauds, and the vol- 
uminous rules and regulations intended 
for the guidance (but in reality for tho 

• mystification) of persons deairous of ac- 
quiring land in British Columbia. It is 
probably our duty to endeavor to boliove 
that the design of tho Government in com- 
piling and issuing the formidable and 
complex work before us was to facilitate 
and encourage tho acquisition of land in 
this Province; hut wo must be excused 
fpr expressing the honest conviction that 
a contrary result, if any, is to bo appre- 
hended. Assuredly the laws, as they 

, stood on our statute-books, were complex 
" enough; but whonaevon Orders in Coun- 
cil, five different yet conflicting modes, 
*ud interminable and obscure regulations 
dome to bo superadded, and tho whole 
is served up in the form of a hook, the 
word inscrutable seems beatjfitted to des- 
cribe the land system of the country. 
There is another ground upon vhioh-we 
must think tho issue of this ponderous 
work illadvised in tlio extrome. In a few 
weeks, it is to be presumed, tho Legisla- 
ture will meet; and in all likelihood one 
of its very first acts will be to substitute 
one short, simple and complete land law 
* for the present fragmentary, complex and 
• cumbrous system, nnd do away with the 
power of dealing with tho public lauds by 
Order in Council, a power which has 
worked so much mischief in the hands of 
the present Administration. In view of 
this fact, the conduct of the Government 
in compiling and issuing the book before 
us cannot well bo justified; and we cannot 
but think tho fewer copies that get abroad 
the better for the country. It may be said 
that it was better to have the olljeials em- 
ployed ou tho work than to havo tliem 
idle. Even that much we cannot consci- 
entiously concede. 

Consecration of St. Mary's 
Church, Metehosin. 

The solemn ceremony of consecrating a 
building to tho uses of the Anglican 
Church, was performed yesterday at Met- 
ehosin by lit. Rev. Bishop Hills, assisted 
by Revs. Gribbell and Sutton, in the pre- 
sence of a numerous and highly interest- 
ed congregation of parsons, amongst 
whom were many ladies. The weather 
was all that could bo desired. Tho con- 
secration sermon was preached by Rev. 
Mr. Sutton, Chaplain of H.M.S.Bepulse.^ 
The choral service was rendered by an 
excellent choir, comprising Mrs. and 
Miss Rhodes, Mrs. Jenns, Mrs, Fisher, 
Mr. Baguall and Mr. R. Ward. The 
handsome new harmonium, from Bag- 
nail's, was played by Mr. Andrews, Or- 
ganist of St. Paul's, Esquimalt. Upon 
tho conclusion of the ceremony $70 was 
collected. Tho Bishop and Mrs. Hills 
delivered short addresses expressive of 

• gratification aud happiness. At 1 o'clock 
a substantial lunch was served in the 
sohoolhouse. St. Mary's Church was de- 
signed by Mr. Mallandaiuo, Arohitoct, 
and was built by Messrs. Tippius & 
Simpson of this city. Of course it is not 
an imposing structure — the circumstances 
nnd population of the District in which 
it stands do not warrant such a building; 
but it is a very pretty, cosy little country 
church, standing in ono of tho most 
charming spots imaginable -with tho di- 
versified scenery of hill, forest, glade 
and ocean on either side. Her. Mr. Grib- 
bell, Rector of St. Paul's, will also oilioi- 
ate as Rector of St. Mary's. 

Lime. — Our limo is pronounced by the 
stone masons who arc now at work on tho 
... Postoflico as far superior to that used in 
San Francisco. There it requires cement 
in tho proportion of ono barrel to two of 
limo; whereas hero it binds and hardens 
almost as well as cement itself. Cemont 
— the best Portland — is worth from So' to 
87 per bbl. here; lime about $1 50 per 
bbl., and in San Francisco, about 35 to 
86\ So that there is quite a big trado in 
limo alone.

The Fire Inquest- 

(Before A. 0. .Elliott, Esq., P M.J 

This inquiry as concluded yesterday. 

Mr. McCroight appeared to watch the 
case^for J. P. Davies <fe Co. 

Mr. Pagden, ono of the jurors.regrottod 
that tho inquiry hnd' consumed no much 
valuablo timo, when tho facts elicited 
since tho first day's investigation had 
really possessed no interest or value. 

Mr. McCroight complained that tho 
firm wore prevented from going on with 
their business by tho delay of tho jury in 
arriving at a verdict. 

Coun. Morton thought tho inquiry 
hardly nocessnry as the promises had 
been left open after tho fire nnd the jury 
did not visit thorn until other persons 
had inspected them. Ho believed no one 
should see premises that hud been on liro 
after the Chief Engineer leaves them un- 
til tho jury had first visited them, 

The Magistrate said that tho law was 
faulty, and that Mr. Davies might hnvo 
prevented the jury going into tho pre- 
mises at nil; but ho could understand 
his reluctance to go on with his business 
until a verdict had beon rendered. 

After some further conversation Mr. 
R. E. Groou was sworn— He testified that 
ho was asked by Sergt. Bloomfiold to tako 
charge of tho premises while ho wa'3 ab- 
sent for a few minutes. The cases and 
chairs removed from tho second floor 
wore placed on the upper floor. Saw no 
goods taken away from the building. 1 
staid there until tho promises were closed 
by tho Folico. The goods were removed 
to allow a hole to bo cut in tho Moor. 

E. J. Salmon, sworn — Sergt. Bloom- 
fiold requested me to see that nothing was 
taken away or broken during his absence. 
Can swear that nothing was taken away. 

Mr. McCroight said that there was no 
reason to suppose any goods had beon 
taken away. 

By Sergt. Bloomfiold— Saw sonic of tho 
cases open; thoy appeared to contain 
bottles; but I doii't know what tho bottles 
contained. Couldn't say whether any- 
thing had been taken out of tho cases. 

Mr. Davies here stated that ho did not 
say, as reported in ono of tho papers, 
that there were matches in tho basement. 

The^evidonce was horo (dosed, 

The Magistrate said that he wm unr.hle 
to give the jury much assistanco in arriv- 
ing at a verdict. The jury had examined 
the premises and were able to judge for 
themselves, Tho inquiry had Insted ton 
long — four days. All tha essential evi- 
dence might havo beon given on the first 
clay. In conclusion the Magistrate said 
that tho evidence of Mr. Evans that tho 
firemen dropped the hoso and ran out of 
the building end that he (Evans) took it 
up, -and with the assistanco of a well- 
known tentrable gentleman (laughter) 
put out tho firo, was important, and ho 
called.tho attention of tho Chief Engineer 
to tho alleged conduct of thollromon. 

The Chief Engineer hero said that the 
evidence of Mr. Evans was incorrect in 
ono particular. The pipe was not drop- 
ped by tho flroruen. The heat was very 
great and tho smoke dense, Tho firemen 
were ovorcomo and handed tho pipo to 
Mr. Higgius who, with Mr. Evans and 
Mr. Hnjl, hold it until tho water gave 
out. TS at t)ie pipp wns never dropped, 
nor did tho firemen run away. 

Mr. Pagden, on tho part of tho jury, 
disclaimed any share in protracting 
the inquiry. The jurors had no alter- 
native. They could only hear what evi- 
dence was offered by" witnesses that 
were brought before them. 

Tho Coroner coincided with Mr. Pag- 
den— that the jury had no alternative. 

Tho room was then cleared of all save 
the jurors.- 

On tho doors being ro-opoued, tho jury 
rendered tho following 
verdict. 

Wo find that a firo oocurred at the store 
of J. P. Davies k Co. on AVharf street, 
between tho hours of 10 and 11 o*cloek on 
Saturday night, the 18th inst; and that 
tho said fire originated, on the ground 
floor. But how, or by what means, there 
is no evidence to show.

The jury also added thefollowiugrider: 

Without aqy allusion to tho present 
enquiry tho jury further desire to express 
thoir opinion that tho Firo Enquiry Act 
of 1863 does not give sufficient power to 
render their services of avail, on an en- 
quiry of snob a nature, inasmuch that 
no authority is vested in any person to 
take legal charge of tho premises after a 
liro has occurred, which they consider 
very detrimental to tho interests of the 
public Insurance Companies, aud owners 
of property, being liable to induce un- 
priuciplcd persons by having aaoess to 
tho premises to altor or disarrange tho 
remains from tho firo, and thereby tend 
to frustrate the ondsjof justice,

The Discoverer of Cassiar— 
How He Crossed the Con- 
tinent — Incidents of the 
Journey—History of the 
Discovery, «fec. &c. 

Mr. Henry Thibert, tho real discoverer 
of Cassiar, is a native of Beauharnois,near 
Montreal, wbo, like many of his follow 
countrymen, emigrated to Minnesota; and 
it was ffom that State ho started on his 
joaraoy to tho country drained into tho 
Artie seas— a journey which has acquired 
peculiar interest from the important dis- 
covery to which it led. 

Tin- Start. 

On the 20th of April, 1SG9, tho subject 
of the present memoir started from Mc- 
CanlysvUle, Minnesota, down tho Red 
River to Winnipeg. That sluggish stream 
if not prolific stream in incident, and our 
hero reached the town of Winnepeg in 
ton days, without having encountered 
anything noteworthy. During a stay of 
forty days at that place he male tha ac- 
quaintance of Henry Nokingus, a miner 
fresh from Peace River, and with whom 
ho joined in an expedition to MoKenaie 
River. 

Tlioy Journey North, 
Starting out on the 8th Juno, 1800, they 
crossed the plains with horse and cart, 
crossing the Saskatchewan at Fort Cotton, 
proceeding thence to Lako La Bu-lie, 
about 1,100 miles from Red River, which 
they reached in forty-three days. Here 
there are a Hudson Bay Company's fort, a 
Christian Mission station, and a few 
settlers. At this point they rumained 
thirteen days and built a boat, every faci- 
lity for which was afforded by the kind 
settlers. 

Tin y Take to tile Water. 

Having successfully launched their 
little barque, they crossed Lako La 
Biche, (about 15 miles long and fj miles 
wide) and entered the river of that ilk. 
Seven days took them down that stream 
and launched them on tho bosom of the 
Atliabasoa|Lake,and thoy rested aday at the 
H. B. C'o's. fort, where there is also a 
Christian Mission. Starting out on the 
29th Aug., they entered 

I'cjice River, 
Which they descended to Great Slave 
Lake, making seven portages on the way. 
Continuing round tho shoro of this lake, 
they came to tho mouth of Hay River, 
whore there is a I[. B. post, and remained 
cd ten days. Starting out on tho Kith Oct., 
weather cold, they readied MoKonzie 
River. Descending that stream a distance 
of about thirty miles, they found ico form- 
ing and winter closing in upon them and 
thoy resolved to go into 

Winter (luurters, 
Hero thoy built a cabin and passed tho 
winter, suppliiaonting their meagre stock 
of provisions with what game thoy could 
kill and an occasional lish takon from the 
river. As might well ho Slipposed.tllO 
season spent at Camp Thibert, MoKonzie 
River, was dreary enough. In tho Spring 
they retraced their steps to 

Grout Slave Lake, 
Explorations upon which occupied the 
summer, the party returning to tho old 
winter quarters on tho McKouzie, having 
laid in ft fresh supply of provisions. It 
was during this winter that they loll in 
with McCullooh, whoso namo has be- 
come intimately associated with discover- 
ies in that region. McCulloch, hearing 
of them, came on to Fort Providence, 
and spent the remainder of tho winter 
with them. In February Henry Nokingus 
set out for the Athabaska, on route 
for Red River with n 

Four-Doff Sled. 
Mr. Thibert and Mr. McCulloch now 
joined and resolved to givo des Liard 
Rivera trial. For this purpose thoy built 
a uow boat. On the 1st of Juno, 1871, 
thoy loft for Fort Simpson, on MeKonzio 
River, intending to geek tho waters of des 
Liard River from that point. At Fort 
Simpson they procured an outfit consist- 
ing ox provisions, nets, throo yearn' am- 
munition, oto., nnd having ohtajnod what 
information thoy could from tho Hudson 
Buy people, thoy iaf 0l\j tor' Hi<» 



Land of Goldi 

It must bo admitted that tho account 
given at tho Fort was far from encourag- 
ing. The country was dascribod as ono 
iu which the Company couldn't trade; 
and where they couldn't trado, no white 
man need attempt to live. Undetered, 
however, by those stories, away they went 
pushing up t ho stream, passing the terri- 
ble 

"Dovll's Portuge," 

Which it took four weeks to pass, and 
coming upon an old abandoned fort, they 
pressed upward until thoy reached ano- 
ther portage, livo miles in length. Find- 
ing the season already far spent, they re- 
treated to tho old fort, and sought winter 
quarters on tho banks of a littlo lako, 
about 1 2 miles from the river. Hero they 

Killed n Bear, 

19 beavers, 23 porcupines, some small 
birds and some lish. Beforo tho winter 
was over, however, thoy were on short ra- 
tions, and reduced to great struits. 
Making an early start, thoy resumed tho 
ascent, passed tho five mile portage in 
eight days, and pushed onward, tho wea- 
ther being very disagreeable, gotting 
some game by the way. Reaching a level 
country, tho river was divided by islands, 
showing sand bars, but no gold. Proceed- 
ing on some fifty miles, tho river con- 
tracted, and the bars yielded prospects of 
Pine Ciotil. 

Learning that many portages .would bo 
encountered on tho way to Francis Lako, 
thoy put about, and sought Doaso Lako 
by way of Deaso River, having, mean- 
while, met with only ono bar ])rosj3octing 
well. They met three Indians at this 
point, the first met with since leaving 
Fort des Liard, and from them tho party 
learned that they could cross to Stikoon 
River. Resting three weeks and laying 
in a Btoekof fish and game, they crossod 
over to the Stikoon, accompanied bv the 
Indians. Seven days' travel brought them 
to 

Kuril's Bar, 

Which thoy reached on the 2nd October, 
1372. Mr. McCulloch left for Victoria, 
and Mr. Thibert remained during tho 
winter prospecting and mining as circum- 
stances permitted. Hero ho foil in with 
two Canadians, and they went buck to tho 
diggings on Dense Lake in oompany. On 
the 1st May they wont up aoreek and got 
prospects of VI oents to the pan. Return- 
ing to camp to await the breaking up of 
the ice, thoy wont to work on their boat, 
when Indians onmo along and ondoavored 
to dissuade them from prosecuting their 
search, showing decided opposition to 
the expedition. Finally matters were 
compromised by assuring the Indians that 
any discoveries made would bo kept se- 
cret. On the 25th of May they started 
back for the creek, made a, rocker and 
got to work. Thoy named it 

Thibert Creek. 

Thoy mado from 310 to S20, a day to 
tho hand. Thon followed tho incoming 
of miners, news of the death of poor Mc- 
Culloch, etc., etc., nil of which has al- 
roady become more or loss familiar to the 
public. In August last ono of Thibert's 
party, T. Tailfer, got sick, aud died. A 
meeting was held and EL Thibert and H. 
Lozon were appointed trustees of his pro- 
perty and to send it to his relatives at 
Beauhornois, Canada. 'Xhoy prooooded, 
in pursuance of this trust, to take poss- 
ession of tho property of the deceased, 
finding only JT oz. and three dollars of 
gold. There was understood to have 
been 36 oz. more; but they did not suc- 
ceed in finding it. His claim was sold by 
auction, bringing 850,
